The product of the Pennsyluanin oil 
fields is 60,000 barrels duly. 
The pipe 
lines are all fall. so that the quantity that 
r u n s to waste every day is considerable, 
say from 7,000 to 10,000. As room is made 
in iron and wooden tankage, the spice is 
soon occupied, but this, in addition to the 
quantity consumed and transported, still 
leaves a large margin for waste. 
Oil, too, 
Is but 70 cents a barrel, with no increase of 
demand, while there is an increase of de­ 
mand, while there is an increase of pro­ 
duction. Probably 2,000,000 barrels are in 
tne bands of holders, for which more than 
(in some case J double) the present price 
was paid. Now, 
all this looks gloomy 
enough, and cannot but prove greatly dis- 
couagmg to those 
immediate interested. 
We may all hope for the return of better 
times to the oil men, but we are sorry to 
believe that so tar as the near future is 
concerned the hope is groundless. 
We 
suppose that many of those who hold large 
quantities of oil would sell al the current 
low price it they could; bat the attempt to 
do so woald likely be attended with iurth* 
er depression. We are not of the opinion 
that the old profits In oil will ever again be 
realized. The wells, in other coonties as 
well as oar own, are multiplying too rapid­

It is not only the 
niititoriune, it is the ruinous fault of this 
country, that everyone tries to manufac­ 
ture an appearance of being better off than 
bs really is.

Hutchings remarked recently that nothing 
had surprised him more in the course ot 
his official duties than 
the disclosures 
which death made of tho baseless founda­ 
tions upon which reputations for wealth 
were 
built 
up. 
Thousands 
of men who live on Filth and Madison 
avenues, while they arebeie, whose (laugh 
ten are 9ent to expensive schools, whose 
sons drive T-cirts, and whose wives figure 
as patronesses of charities, are found to be 
worse than poor, for they have laid no 
honest foundation on which their children 
can earn a livelihood. They have thrown 
themselves away upon “cats and dogs,” 
their resources are represented by worth­ 
less securities, and their great expecta­ 
tions are mere air bubbies. 
Such men 
have the greatest confidence in themselves 
aud their wisdom. They resent any inti­ 
mation that they cannot control future 
events, and never dream of the necessity 
for warding off calamity bv reserving pro­ 
vision from the present. The speculative 
habit and tendency is se strong upon them 
that ail other considerations are sacrificed 
to it; in fret they refuse to entertain them 
as 
possibilities. Nor can women 
be 
charged 
with 
blame 
in 
the 
matter. The most prosperous households 
ot to-day, almost the only ones that are 
built on a solid foundation, are those in 
which the wife assumes tne interior man 
agement. The interests are identical aud 
the confidence complete, it is not natural 
for women to live on uncertainties ; they 
are usually too timid.

Horace Greeley’s estate seems full ot sur­ 
prises. 
Such property as he thought v al­ 
uable has, thus far, proved valueless, while 
that which he had mentally charged off to 
profit aud loss, having no expectation ot 
getting a penny from it, has come out 
handsomely. Only a few m onths ago, 
Cornelius J. Vanderbilt, to whom Mr. 
Greeley had lent thousands of dollars with 
out any security beyond his word, - paid 
every dollar of the debt, with interest. 
This would have amazed tho leoder, had 
he been alive, more than anybody else in 
the comm unity. 
Now another w ind- 
tall, it is understood, has come, or is about 
to come, to the heirs of the late .editor cf 
the Tri buue. 
Some years before bis death 
he had been induced, very injudiciously, 
it wr9 then believed, to buy a tract of wild 
land in West Virginia, for which he paid 
I IOX JO or 112/ JO, or more, and which he 
tubsequenily decided to be literally a per­ 
manent investment.

Across The Atlantic. 
Those who are anxious to know the dis­ 
tance, in nautical miles, between some ol 
the principal seaboard cities and Liverpool 
will Aud the following figures upon the 
subject, from the New York Journal of 
Commerce satisfactory. The distance be • 
tween New York and Liverpool, says that 
paper, “by the most direct route, is as fol­ 
lows: from New York to Gandy Hook, 
about 20 miles; from Sandy Hook to Cape 
Race, 1.000 mile*; Irom Cape Race to Cape 
Clear. 1,713 miles; Cape Clear to Queens­ 
town, GO miles; Queenstown to Liverpool, 
240 miles. Total, 3,033 miles. By the 
route adopted by the steamers of the JVhlte 
Star line on the outward trip hence to 
Liverpool, the distance traveled is 3,145 
miles- From Liverpool to New York, by 
their shortest route, the same steamers 
make a distance of 3,040 From Cape May 
to Liverpool the distance, by direct route, 
is 3 074 miles, viz: 
From Cape May to 
Cape Race,I,061 miles; from Cape Race to 
Liverpool (as above), 2,013 
miles. The 
distance from Philadelpia to Cape May in 
a straight line, is G2 miles, but by the route 
taken by the pilots it ** given about 75 
miles, which, added to the above, makes 
the total .d'stance from Philadelphia to 
Liverpool 3,148 miles. The steamers of 
the American line, on their outward trip 
irom Philadelphia, pursue a route of about 
3,300 miles in length, and on the return 
trip make about 75 miles less. From Bal­ 
timore to Liverpool, the most direct route 
giyes a distance of 3,272 miles, viz: From
